would be able to provide a build- 
ing and maintenance costs. West 
said that several of the state 
colleges are interested and are 
making plans to support some 
of the technica] science programs 
that are opening up as a result 


of the changes Made in modern 
sciencr 

f a reactor is not 
tained by the college, 
be a program set up that wil 
able students to visit reactors 
that are already set up either by 
private industry or by the gov- 
ernment. The nearest reactor to 
SSC is the one owned by the 
Pacific and Electric Com- 
pany, near Livermore. 

Estimates Cost 

One estimated cost of such a 
reactor has been set ai $185,000,

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West stated that the college 
has plans to purchase an IBM 
electronic machine, that would 
also be used in the expanding 
field of science. SSC has already 
added two men to the staff that 
are specialized in this field, Dr. 
John Christopher, assistant pro- 
fessor of mathematics, and John 


Thompson, instructor of bus:ness 
administration. 

West said that such a program 
revolves around three factors: 
faculty, finance and facilities.

Prop 3 Carries 


“The ability of Sacramento 


College to continue to accomo- 
date all eligible students in the 
service area of the college who 


desire to attend depends in large 
measure upon the passage of the 
State Construction Bond Issue, 
Proposition 3, on the November 
ballot.” 

This statement was made by 
Dean F. Blair Mayne, executive 
dean, in an information release 
from his office. Proposition 3 will 
provide for a $200,000,000 bond 
issue to help support a five-year 
state building construction pro- 
gram to meet the increasing de- 
mands faced by state institutions. 

This bond issue will help the 
University of California, state col- 
leges, special schools for handi- 
capped, mental hygiene hospi- 
tals, the department of correc- 
tions, and other agencies. 

This would supplernent a previ- 
ous five-year program, that is in- 
adequate due to increasing 
growth and higher costs of con- 

struction. 


“There will be no monument 
for the frosh to bow to as there 
has been in the past.

At SSC, the enrollment is ex- 
pected to reach 11,000 in ten 
years. If the proposition does not 
pass, it would be necessary to 
limit the enrollment and curtail 
the opportunity of many to at- 
tend college. The proposition 
would help to build a women’s 
gymnasium, swimming pool, 
science addition, art and home 
economics additions, music addi- 
tions, engineering addition, libra- 
ry addition, boiler addition, and 
a general classroom Duilding 
If the Proposition does not pass, 
it would mean that this minimum 
and mandatory needs of the col- 
lege might not be completed 
when needed. In addition to these 
buildings, there are other build- 
ings in the long range program 
of the schoo! that would be par- 
tially financed by this program, 
Mayne announced that a stu- 
dent committee would probably 
be formed to help the passage of 
the proposition. Anyone interest- 
ed in serving on this committee 
should contact Lee Elam, ASSSC 
president. 
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Council Discusses Monument; 
Friendship Pact With Davis 


The Student Council discussed the possibility of a permanent 
monument for the Frosh-Soph week activities at their meeting Mon- 
day afternoon. Jim Downton, Sophomore class president, presented 
the proposal on behalf of interested students in the Sophomore class. 


Downton ‘said that the plan 
called for a permanent location 
of the monument, and for the 
menument to be financed, in 


part by ASSSC funds. He said 


that the idea was to have a cen- 


tral place to harrass the fresh- 


men, 

Dean Donald Bailey, dean of 
students, pointed out that such a 
monument might be the target 
for neighboring schools, Bailey 
explained that the permanent jo- 
cation of such a monument would 
not only have to have the ap 
proval of the proper authorites 
on cempus, but would also have 
to be approved by the State De- 
partment of Architecture, which 


is responsible for the landscap- 


ing of the college grounds. 

A pact with the University of 
Davis, that was signed by the 
student body presidents and dean 
of students of both schools, a 


few years ago, was read to the 
council. This pact was established 
to prevent any occurrence that 
might jeopardize the friendly re- 
tations of the schools. There is 
an agreement in the pact that 
there shall be no raiding by the 
students of cither campus, with 
the stipulation that violators will! 
be subject to severe discipline. 

Dean Bailey pointed out that 
this pact has been followed in 
good faith, for the most part, by 
both schoois, and it is hoped that 
it will continue im the future. 

In reference to the monument, 
Dave Roberts, editor of the Hor- 
net, said that the money could 
lpette: be used in other areas, such 
as athletics, publications, or 
drama and debate. 

The council also discussed the 
convention to be held in Richard- 
son Springs in October. The con- 
vention will be open to Far West 
Conference schools, and will in- 
volve workshops on various 
phases of student government. 

Downton gave the list of ac- 
tivities planned for the Frosh dink 
week. The council accepted the 
outline. Jack Ramsey, men's rep., 
said that Downton should be 
commended for his organization- 
al work. 

At a meeting held Saturday 
night at Dr. Segrest’s home, the 
council! passed a motion to refer 
action on Proposition Three to 
the Board of Finance. The coun- 
cil went on record as unanimous- 
ly supporting the Proposition. 

The council then had a general 
discussion on the role of the 
Board of Justice. Pat Lawler, 
chief justice for the Board, said 
that she would welcome any 
comments, as to just what the 
Board's activities should include.

Which brings us to the question 
in point: Just what is jazz? This 
is a question that no two per-

What is jazz to Louis Armstrong 
is certainly not jazz to Dizzy Gil- 


Jespie. Andre Previn and Jelly 
Rol] Morton are both great jazz 
pianists, but it is highly improb- 
able that either would be inter- 
ested in recording the other’s mu- 
sic. There are some critics who 
believe that Brubeck’s style is the 
only approach to jazz today, and 
there are others who fee] that 
Brubeck js aborting the term of 
jazz by applying it to his music 

With so much disagreement 
among the experts, a person 
would be a fool to attempt to de- 
fine jazz. Al) that I can do (and 
all that anyone can do) is to ex- 
plain what jazz is to me. Jazz to 
me is music that above all 
swings, has a_ distinguishable 
beat, is lyrical, has cohesiveness, 
exyeae and melody, and at the 


$109,000 Budget 
For 1958-59 Year

The inauspicious beginning of 
Sacramento State College in the 
fall of 1947 saw 150 students and 
nine full-time faculty and admin- 
istrative personnel sharing the 
campus of Sacramento Junior 
College with the professional 
services of its faculty. From these 
roots have sprung the large, 
ultra-modern campus of today 

In the early days, the students 
sold cokes and checked hats at 
basketball games for operating 
money in lieu of a formal budget 
for the ASSSC. The first yearly 
allocation at that time amounted 
to $3,025. This year, with a rec- 
ord enrollment of approximately 
6,500 students and faculty of 250 
full-time members, that sum has 
swelled to a $109,000 budget for 
ASSSC activities. 

The largest portion from the 
over-all budget is $21,500. It will 
be used for intercollegiate ath- 
letics. This is four times larger 
than the sports program alloca- 
tion of just five years ago, and 
more tnan twice that of the fol- 
lowing year (1954-55), when the 
Hornets fielded their first foot- 
bal! team 

Rounding out the top three re- 
cipients are the administration, 
with $14,160, and _ publications, 
with $11,450. 

According to Dr. D. W. Bailey, 
Dean of Students, the money on 
which the annual budgets are 
based comes from two main 
sources: student body card sales 
and activities. The latter takes 
into account such things as gate 
receipts at athletic contests, door 
receipts from plays, concerts, and 
dances 

But the sale of student body 
cards remains the greatest single 
source of revenue for the college. 
Both Dean Bailey and President 
of the Student Body Lee Elam 
have pointed out that without 
these funds, the activities that 
the college now enjoys would be 
impossible to present. 

The decision that student body 
cards must be purchased, and the 
setting of the price which must 
be paid for them, was not decid- 
ed by officials in charge of the 
administration of the college. In 
an official ballot on December 
14, 1941, 846 per cent of the 
voting segment of the student 
body declared themselves to be 
in favor of a wr orsal fee for 
student body cars. 


same time allows the individual 
artist to express himself freely.

Plans outlined in Monday’s Student Council meeting by 
Sophomore President Jim Downton concerning Dink Week 
indicate that the program will be handled on a more mature 
level than in previous years. 

The fact that there will not be the traditional Dink 
monument shows some fore thought which was missing 
to a degree in the past. The lack of the monument is partly 
the result of the recommendations made by a committee 
set up last year to review policies concerning Dink Week.

LONG RANGE PROPOSAL 


The Civil War, as is the case with most wars, was not 
purely a battle between men who one one side were “good” 
and on the other side “bad” but a conflict which involved 
men on both sides who were sincere in their belief that the 
society of which they were a part was correct in its atti- 
tudes toward race and to the degree to which it should 
adhere to the policies and laws of the Union. 

The direct result of Civil War was that the south was 
forced to submit to the northern interpretation of the basis 
of that union and of it’s constitution. The eventual treaty 
of peace ending the Civil War did, like all peace treaties, 
end the active phase. It did not, however, get to the root of 
the problems creating the war itself, thus leaving in it’s 
wake two relatively distinct social areas regarding attitudes 
toward race and resnonsibilities to the Constitutional Union. 

Since the Civil War has been dead almost 100 years and 
the social problems which grew out of it have not vet shown 
definite signs of succumbing, it seems advisable to estab- 
lish a lone range program to solve these problems. One 
part of this program might originate in the colleges and 
universities and resemble the foreign exchange student pro- 
gram which is in part set up to provide an exchange of 
ideas between sonretimes widely divergent social groups. 
It would seem that this could be applied in the case of the 
current United States sectional differences. 

This would indeed have to be a Jong term program, but 
if it involved student social and academic leaders through- 
out the nation it mieht be a significant step in the direction 
toward solution of the misunderstanding and confusion 
which are involved at present. This is particularly true 
since the problem is now centered on the student level and 
because these students will provide leadership during the 
coming generations. 


HANDLE WITH CARE 


Tt seems to be a rather strange reaction that the one 
building on campus which students have a personal inter- 
est in the student lounge, is continually left in a state of 
disorder and confusion. The Student Association, with a 
loan from the Hornet Foundation, built the lounge at a 
cost exceeding $25,000 to provide students a place to relax 
in a pleasant environment, 

“TTnexcusable” is the only term which applies to stu- 
dents behavior when they leave the lounge in a disorderly 
state. So little effort is required to straighten up the furni- 
ture and to dispose of litter in trash resepticles that the 
lounge should never be less than spotless. 

While it is bad enough for the lounge to be messed up 
the fact that certain pieces of furniture are bit by bit being 
searred and torn apart is atrocious. Student Association 
funds which need to be spent in a constructive fashion must 
then be used to make repairs in the lounge furniture. 

Students must soon come to the realization that the 








student lounce is their property and that it should be 
treated with the care usually given to personal property.

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Those who sign up for the pro- 
gram will be enroiled in a class 
of basic management offered in 


Business Administration. The 
class will be run in conjunction 
with the school. It will be con- 
ducted as an extension course at 
the Air Force's local education 
center and will be taught by a 
college instructor. 

The course will be offered for 
two units of credit per semester. 
Enrollees will be paid a full day's 
pay, according to their rank, for 
every day that they attend the 
class. There will be no training 
during the year, other than the 
regQlar annual two week tour 
The class itself will have very 
little to do with military science, 
according to Captain Ted Hardy 
and Sergeant G. Gricius of the 
Air Force Reserve, who are in- 
troducing the plan at SSC. 

Anyone who signs up may drop 
the program at any time by non 
participation im the class, or 
dropping at the end of the year. 
There is no obligation whatso- 
ever. When a person does drop, 
he is returned to his previous 
standing in the reserve. The first 
annual tour of training may be 
waived by the participant. 

Veterans from any branch of 
service are eligible to enter the 
program, and single women, who 
are not veterans, between the 
ages of 18 and 33, may also sign 
up for the class. 

Hardy said that the program 
takes the training away from the 
Air Base, and makes it available 
at the college

Traffic Code Is 
Released By West 


Dr. Guy A. West, president of 
the college, released a list of 
traffic regulations that pertain 
to the particular traffic prob- 
lems of Sacramento State Col- 
lege. These regulations were is- 
sued September 15, and are ef- 
fective until further notice. 

Excerpts from Vehicle Code 
603 reads as follows: 

“(a) No person shall drive any 
vehicle, nor shall any person 
stop, park or leave standing any 
vehicle, whether attended or un- 
attended, upon the driveways or 
paths of any grounds of any 
State College, except with the 
permission of, and upon and sub- 
ject to such conditions and regu- 
lations as may be imposed by, 
the State College.” 

1. Vehicles are permitted on 
the college roads and grounds on 
the condition that all road signs, 
traffic laws and vegulatons of 
the State, the City, th: County 
and the College are obe: od 

2. No through traffic is 
mitted 

3. Maximum speed limit is 25 
miles per hour unless otherwise 
posted to a slower limit 

4. Parking is not permitted on 
any roadways. This includes 
shoulders and adjacent areas. 

5. Parking is permitted in des- 
ignated, marked parking lots 
only. 

6. No parking is permitted 
over white separating lines de- 
limiting individual spaces in 
parking lots. 

7. Parking areas with curbs or 
bumpers marked in green are re« 
served for faculty and staff only. 

Areas «ith curbs or bumpers 
marked in yellow are loading 
zones and are to be used only 
while loading and unloading ve- 
hicle. 

Areas with curbs or bumpers 
marked in red are restricted and 
no parking is permitted at any 
time 

Areas with curbs or bumpers 
marked in white are for general 
parking use.
